A flag day in honour of Rumania is to 
be held ón Thursday, and it is certain 
that the cause will bring forth a ready 
and generous support. There is.a difh- 
culty at present in getting a sufficient 
number of) ladies to come forward and sell 
these flags, but it is to be hoped that the 
occasion will not suffer from this cause. 
It is curious that there should be such 
difficulties about sellers on the occasions 
of the many flag days. Surely, when the 
cáuse is a really good and sensible one 
the organisation of the Churches could 
be called upon to help. The Church. of 
England, with an organisation in every 

ish in. England, could provide a num- 

er of flag sellers who would be relied 

on, while there are the Free Churches and 
the Roman Catholic Church besides. 


Whether the murder of Count Stuergkh 
is to be regarded as ah event or merely 
as a piece of news time alone will show. 
Meanwhile it has let loose some extra- 
ordinarily interesting “copy.” The 
Times's account of the machinations of 
Sieghart (formerly Singer), the evil genius 
of Austrian politics, to whom Steurgkh 
owed his rise to power and, perhaps, his 
tragic fate, is weirdly fascinating. It 
seems amazing that an obscure Jewish 
adventurer turned Christian should be 
able to wield such power in the aristo- 
cratic society of Vienna. 

An extraordinary account of the internal 
condition of the Dual Monarchy is given 
by the Hvening Standard on the authority 
of a Scandinavian gentleman who recently 
spent four months of the year in Austria 
and Hun Food prices have risen 
to a p ious extent; there has been a 
great increase in murders and other 
erimes ; and the country is flooded with 
disloyal pamphlets in which Francis 
Joseph is accused of being entirely under 
the thumb of a certain Frau Ettlinger, 
widow of a painter employed at Schén- 
brunn. The general impression appears 
to be that there is no hope of escape for 
Austria, and that, when the central bloc 
begins to give way, Germany will think 
only of saving herself. 

With the approach of winter, anxiety is 
felt as to the position of Archangel as an 
open port necessary for the continuation 
of supplies for Russia. This year, fortu- 
nately, navigation is not yet closed, and 
it is ho that by means of the powerful 
ice-breakers now emplo the channel 
may be kept open until the end of the 
year. It is possible that by” then 
Russia’s new port on the Murman coast, 
which comes under the influence of the 
Gulf Stream, will be available for traffic. 
The railway between Alexandrovsk and 
Petrograd, nine hundred miles long, is 
nearing completion, and all the rolling 
stock is ready. Shipping arrangements are 
now being made, anda new clause has been 
drawn un by Lloyd's to meet the require- 
ments of vessels trading in these northern 
waters. this new port is open, 
Russia will be much more favourably 
situated as regards supplies of munitions 
and other requisites from the Allies. 

H variety of official experience is a 
qualification. for success, the new Under- 
Secretary should be the man for Ireland. 
Even Sir Matthew Nathah had not a 
wider experience of men and things than 
Sir W. P. Byrne has enjoyed since he 
entered the Post Office as a clerk“in 1881. 
Three years later he was transferred to 
the Home Office, and since then few De- 
partmental Committees have been com- 
plete without him. Among other things, 
he is an authority upon riots, inebriates, 
and cremation, upon aerial navigation, 
feeble-minded persons, and police finances. 
I shall not speculate as to which of these 
manifold accomplishments led to his selec- 
tion for his new post. | 

Not much notice has been taken of late 
of the fall in the German exchange, which 
at one time was a daily feature of the 
papers.

THE GERMAN VIEW OF 
*“* TANKS.”

The following communication has been re- 
ceived from a trustworthy source :— 

In public the Germans have spoken with two 
voices about British “ Tanks.”’ With one they 
say that the “Tanks” are so useful to us 
that it is not fair of us to use them. That 
was, the official voice just after the “ Tanks ”’ 
first came into action. They were called “ as 
cruel as effective,” and it was urged that 
their use ought to be barred as inhuman. 
With its second voice, the less official voice, 
which ib uses through the megaphone of the 
German Press, the German General Staff said 
that the “Tanks” were a failure and need 
not be «minded. What the German commands 
really think about the Tanks ” may be 
athered from a battalion order recently issued 
in the sector south pf the Ancre “in view of 
the danger of attacks by the English ‘ Tanks.’ ”’ 
It gives detailed directions for defensive 
measures, to be taken before half-past seven 
the next morning. All roads leading from 
British to German positions, and not actually 
used for the passage af German artillery and 
transport, are to be “ obstructed, so as to 
render traffic, except the passage of material, 
impossible.” They are also to be “cut for 
a width of 4 to 6 metres (13 to 20 feet), and 
to a depth of li to 2 metres (5 to 63 feet), 


a narrow way being left for the" i 
infantry and material” German sé m inis 
of the “ccrueltv ” of “" Tanks ” have, on the 
whole, aubsided. - Coming from the original 
patentees of asphyxiating gas and liguid fire 
they were too ludicrous to be kept up. Even 
the imperfect German sense of humour ‘mut 
have felt their absurdity. On second thoughts 
it has been deeméd wiser to give out, for 
neutral consumption, that the military value 
of “Tanks ” is negligible. The order quoted 
shows that this is by no means the view of 
those who have to meet them in the field.

MINISTRY OF PENSIONS 


I: is understood, says The Times, that Mr. A. 
Henderson, the Labour member of the Cabinet, 
io be the first Minister of Pensions. It was 
only on August 19th that it was announced that 
Mr. Henderson had resigned the office of Presi- 
dent of the Board of Education, in order to be 
free to devote himself to his work as Labour 
Adviser to the Government. It was announced 
at the same time that he would, as Paymaster- 
General, preside over the Board of Commis- 
ners of the Royal Hospital, Chelsea.

It is 
understood that the Government have not 
adopted this solution of a single pension 
authority, The present intention of Ministers 
is that pensions to sailors and their dependents, 
except the supplementary grants which the 
Statutory Committee are empowered to make, 
shall continue te be administered by the Ad- 
miralty and Greenwich Hospital.

THE KNIGHT OF KERRY. 

We regret to announce that Sir Maurice Fitz- 
Gerald, Bart., C.V.0O., twentieth Enight of 
Kerry, died at midnight on Sunday, at bis resi- 
dence, Buckland, Farringdon, Berkshire, in his 
73rd year. Sir Maurice was the second baronet, 
his father being the first baronet, Sir Peter 
George FitzGerald, of Valencia and of Ballin- 
guddery, Co. Kerry. He was born on the 
Sth February, 1844; was educated at 
Harrow, and entered the Army. He 
was for some time in the Rifle Brigade, 
where he attained the rank of Captain, and. 
was A.D.C. to Sir Archibald Allison oe the 
Ashanti war, being present at the battle of 
Amoaful, and the capture of Coomassie. Sir 
Maurice was afterwards Equerry to the Duke of

He was | 
a firm devotee of “ work for its own sake,” and 
when asked how he accounted for his success, 
his answer invariably was— Work hard; that is 
the only way ta, success or happiness.” He was 
a great lover of music, and was in early life 
organist at a local church. At Hampstead he | 
built a beautiful mhusie room, in which he 
erected a three-manual organ. His enthusiasm 
for opera was keen, and cost him many 
thousands of pounds. Bred in an.atmosphere 
such as this, there is littl wonder that his 
son, Sir Thomas Beecham, ‘has me so well 
known in the world of music, and today is 
numbered. amongst our most brilliant conduc- 
tors. AKhough an acdvocaté of extensive ad- 
vertising in busifiess, Sir Joseph i personally 
of a retiring disposition. On one occasion he 
said—*“ Although my average has long been over 
£100,000 a year for advertisements, and | 
count the limelicht as an essential of progress 
in business? I do not like the limelight on my- 
self. In fact, I am strongly averse to it.” He 
was an outstanding example of the best type of 
businessman—imethodical, progressive, daring, 
and far-seeing. Among the first to introduce a 
scientific cost-accounting system into his busi- 
ness, he had a wonderful grasp of detail, and 
personally interested himself in every phase of 
his world-wide operations, and no keener mani- 
pulator of advertising has arisen. He knew the 
art of remunerative “placing” to perfection, 
and orided himself that he “sent the pound to 
win two.” He married, in 18735, Josephine 
daughter of Mr. William Burnett, London, and 
had two sons and five danghters. He had res:- 
dences at Huyton, near kyr Bt and Hamp- 
stead He was a member of the Devonshire 
Club, provrietor of the Aldwych Theatre, and a 
Knight of the Order of St. Bjanislaus of Russia. 
Sir Joseph's wublic and private activities were 
very far-reaching.

IRELAND'S VOLUNTARY. 
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SPLINTS FROM OLD MUD- 


; GUARDS. 

Like the British Navy, the, Irish War 
Hospital Supply Depét does not advertise—in 
the ordinary course of events. If on the pre- 
sent occasion it is calling for publicity gs wide 
as possible, it is for the sake of the work 
and not for the gratification of the workers. 
The fact is that, considerable as are the 
efforts of the organisation, it has been over- 
whelmed, particularly, the men’s section, by 
the demands for its products, One order alone 
from Salonika is “ 500 of everything—and how 
soon you repeat it?” swallowing up three 
months’ work at a gulp. Demands are now so 
pressing that the output will have to be 
tripled in volume, and, in order to enlist 
manual and monetary help, an. exhibition is 
being held during‘ this week at 87 Grafton 
street, Dublin, of specimens of hospitais 
supplies made by members of the organisation. 
One cannot do better than repeat one or two 
of the sentences which meet the eye at the 
exhibition -—‘‘ A wounded ‘man waits for every 
article in this window. if you can help to 
duplicate one of them, come along at once 
and don’t wait thinking about it.” "We pro- 
vide the workshop, tools, ‘and materials. It is 
up to you to provide a pair of hands and a 
willing heart.” “‘ Don’t let it be said here: 
after that you had an opportunity to help a 
suffering fellow-man without incurring ¢x- 
pense and that you failed to avail yourself of 
it.” “Is it a great thing to beg your time 
and skill for the man who is willing to give 
his life for you? ” 

NATIONAL EFFORT NEEDED. 

It is difficult to describe in a small space 
all that is needed, ail that is being done, and 
how it is-done; but the outlines may be indi- 
cated. The dep6t was started in December, 
1915. It is affiliated with the Joint British 
Red Cross and St. John Depét, and thus works 
under official auspices. It should be made clear 
at once that, though the headquarters of the 
organisation are at Dublin—40 Merrion square— 
it covers’ the whole of Ireland, and the pre- 
sent endeavour is to gain men workers in the 
country. as well as more in the capital. Already 
there are more than sixty sub-depóta in the 
country, but these are concerned chiefly with 
women's work. The supplies go to sall the 
fronts on which the British troops are fighting, 
the French Red Cross Society clamours urgently 
for aid, and requests have also been received 
from Irish hospitals, and met. The consign- 
ments go out bearing the shamrock badge of 
the depót, while labels on the actual articles 
tell those who use them that they are not 
forgotten by those whom they have defended 
from horrors of war in this country. Practi- 
eally every penny subscribed goes to purchase 
raw material, while the articles made are those 
called for by medical officers who know exactly 
what they want. These officers frequently 
express admiration of the good quality of the 
depét’s productions. Thousands of splints are 
used every day, crutches are always im de- 
mand, while the debót pertinently asks if an 
empty ammunition case and a pillow form a 
bed rest good enough for a wounded man, or 
if a bed table is a luxury because it enables 
a man with’ a shattered. leg to eat a meal in 
comparative comfort. 


SECTIONS OF THE WORK. 


There are four main sections of the work 
going on im Dublin—the making of bandages, 
pneumonia jackets, ‘treasure bags,” slings, 
cushions, pads, carbolic shirts, and innumerable 
articles of the kind; the making of sphagnum 
moss dréssings; the construction of wooden 
splints, bedrests, and so on; and the making 
of metal splints and other surgical appliances. 
No. 40 Merrion square is a veritable factory, 
and a model one at that. Nearly two bundred 
ladies attend there daily, and the spirit of the 
work is evidenced by the fact that each one 
sinks her individuahty into a number, and 
registers her attendance as though she were a 
factory hand, while the motive which. stimulates 
evoted, accurate, and painstaking 
industry. Room after room presents a remark- 
able picture with its complement of workers 
in their neat V.A.D. uniforms, and the whole 
establishment is remarkably inviting in its 
sparkling cleanliness and neatness. These 
ladies do not scorn to scrub their tables, 
benches, and appliances and the house itself 
impossible for a germ to find a place 
while in the house they run a canteen

| which turns over a profit to be used in the 
| provision ef material. 


At the top of the house is 
the storeroom from. which everything necessary 
is dealt out. Next to this room is that where 
the garments and other articles are ent out 
by the hundred. while there are departments 
for sewing, padding crutches, and other 
appliances, and one room with a battery of 
bandage-winding machines: Some of the work. 
is quite intricate, such as the making of gloves 
to cure wrist-drop; a frequent result of arin 
wounds. Frou the various departments the 
eompleted articles go to the ground floor, where 
they are put into packages and skilfully done 
up in strong bales, all by women's hands. The 
house is also a clearing depót for articles made 
in other parts of the citv and at the sub- 
depóts in the country. The very important 
business of preparing sphagnum moss dressings 
is also in woman’s hands. At tlie Royal College 
of Science some seventy ladies are engaged. in 
this work. There, too, everything is spotless, 
and there are again several bands. of workers in 
V.A.D. uniforms. From thirty-four sub-depéts 


jÍ in all parte of Ireland come consignments of 


the moss, picked by voluntary helpers, some of 
them school children. The moss first cdmes 


| under the inspection of experts, who divide it 
| into two qualities, used for different purposes. 


It is picked to rid it of foreign matter, and 
then sewn up into sachets of different sizes. 
The wooden cases for dispatch are made by 
the College men’s V.A.D. Other dressings are 
also made at the College, including an in- 


| genious bandage, the “ many-tail,”” which is the 


oxtcome of war requirements, and is intended 
to facilitate application and minimise pain. in 
More than half a million 
swabs, bandages, and dressings have already 
been made, and every thread of material is 
turned to account somehow by the ladv workers 
of one section or another. Even old collars 


| have their value, being turned into label« for 


the bars in which the wounded men 
little “ treasures’ at their bedside. 
A K.C. AS CARPENTER. 
Wood-working goes on in both day time and 
evenings in what were the coach-house and lofis 
at the back of No. 40 Merrion square, where 
R.C. and carpenter vie with one another in 
quality and quantity of ihe articles they make 
for the alleviation of suffering and restoration 
of fitness. Among these articles are splints of 
various kinds, crutches, bed rests, bed tables, 
and an article, much in demand, known as a 
lazy leg rest. With it a man can stump about 
a ward, and.when he sits down find in it a 
welcome support for a wounded leg. The 
crutches are wonderfully light and well made. 
like all the other products of the depdt. and 
the workers possess a crutch with adjustable 
components by means of which they take 
measurementa for the making - of crutches to 
suit the height and length of arm of men who 
will need crutches for a long time. In the 
yard are logs, and the stables form a store- 
house for other timber, which is sawn up by a 
machine on the premises. Many of the tools 
have been lent hy the Department of. Agri- 


keep their 


eulture and Technical Instruction. One gift was: 


ash logs sufficient to make 500 crutches, but 
the amount of timber still needed rans into 
a value of liundreds of pounds. The timber 
and huilding trade firma have been generous 
in thie respect, and, indeed, it may he said 
that in the provision of material of all kinds 
the depót has heen well supported. Any piece 
of wood over l8ins, long and jins. thick can 
be used. Yel another model factory on a smal! 
scale is to be found in the workshop of an 
eminent surgeon in Hareourt street, where the 
metal surgical appliances are constructed. The 
methodical arrangement of the machines and 
sequence of operations, and the ingenious con- 
trivances to save labour and time, are such as 
to delight the heart of the engineer, and in- 
cidentally form a testimony to the inventive 
faculties of the surgeon mentioned. Everv- 
thing has a place, and is in that place, and 
svstem is evident everywhere. The temnlates or 
shapes of the metal splints, with gsises dis- 
tinguished by colour, hang on the walls, a 
man’s tools lie heside his vice or machine, while

TERRIFIC FIGHTING IN 


CARPATHIANS. 


(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 
PETROGRAD, Ocroper 25. 

A despatch from the wooded Carpathians 
says that documents: found on prisoners and 
statements by prisoners show that over twenty 
enemy battalions, including the whole of the 
Thirtieth Austrian Division, took part in 
Friday’s assault, the object of which was the 
capture at any cosi of the. heights to the east- 
ward of Kirlibaba. All attacks were beaten off 
with crushing losses. The Sist Austrian Regi- 
ment was wiped out in the Russian eounter- 
attacks Another battalion, 850 strong, had 
only 170 survivors. 

To the south of Kimpolung, along the valley 
of the Bystritza, the Germans are ceaselessly 
attacking Russian positions. This field of opera- 
tions in the Bystritza valley alone is practicable 
for the movement of the enemy's heavy and 
light artillery. The roads issue from the valley 
east of Kimpolurig between Kimpolung and 
Suczava, and consequently the breaking of the 
Russian front in the valley would bring the 
enemy in the rear of Kimpolung and the whole 
of the Russian left flank. The greatness of the 
stake accounts for the enemy’s willingness to 
endure heavy sacrifices. 
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ARMOURED CARS IN EGYPT. 


SUCCESSFUL OPERATIONS. 


The Secretary of the War Office makes the

EGYPT. 

On the 20th and 2ist October, on the western 
frontier, a camel corps detachment, operating 
with armoured cars, successfully swept the 
Dakhla oasis to the west of Ette, capturing 125 
pfisoners after some opposition. 

A similar operation on the same days in the 
Daharia oasis by a camel corps detachment re- 
sulted in the capture of 50 prisoners, including 
one officer, and a quantity of arms and am- 
munition.

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GERMAN FOOD SUPPLY. 


CONFERENCH IN BERLIN, 
(RBUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
AMSTERDAM, Sunopay. 
According to the Vossische Zeitung, a confer- 
ence took place on Saturday m Berlin, under 
the presidency of the Secretary of State, Dr. 
Helfferich, of representatives of the Federal 
States and the Federal Stato Ministers, regard- 
ing food questions. After general discussion of 
the State food supply, various measures were 
discussed regarding the feeding of manual 
labourers. Further questions which came 
under consideration were the import of food- 
stuffs, and the potato, fat, and milk supplies.

If they went into office to-morrow 
in Lreland all these chickens would come home 
to roost, and the Nationalist Government dis- 
abled by its traditions would neither be able 
to co-operate with the Imperial Government in 
the war, nor even to restrain the activities of 
those lawless factions that are now barely held 
in check. They have surrendered to them be- 
forehand. ' As a preliminary to self-government, 
they have declared against law, police, and mili- 
tary. Such is the aiternative to a Union Go- 
vernment, and, for our part, we believe that, 
bad as the present state may be, the new state 
would be infinitely worse. Let us, then, hold 
fast by the Union, which has been vindicated 
in peace and war. Every effort to get 
from it has landed the experimenters 
fusion and failure. 
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TO-DAY IN PARLIAMENT.

THE MESOPOTAMIA 
COMMISSION, 


The Political correspondent of the Daily Mail 
writes :—it now seems probable that the Meso- 
potamia Commission will not cenchude its in- 
quiry without hearing the evidence of General 
Sir O’Moore Creagh. It is unlikely, however, 
that he will be called until after Sir Beauchamp 
Duff has given his evidence. Sir Beauchamp 
Duff is the late Commander-in-Chief in India, 
who was in command there when the Meso- 
potamia expedition set out, and Sir O’Moore 
Creagh was his immediate predecessor in office. 
The latter returned.to England shortly before 
the outbreak of war. It cannot be too emphati- 
cally pointed out that there is very intense 
public anxiety as to the recent campaign in 
Mesopotamia, owing to the very grave facis 
about the expedition that are gradually becom- 
ing known, and that the public will not be 
satisfied unless all the available evidence, of 
which Sir O’Moore Creagh’s testimony is un- 
doubtedly part, is thoroughly examined for the 
purpose of laying the blame on the right 
shoulders.

The oases of Dakhla and Baharia have been 
occupied by. British columns from

Up 
to the present 175 prisoners have been captured, 
including a few Turks and several important 
political prisoners.

FRANCO - BRITISH

(REUTER’S TELEGRAMS.) 
ATHENS,’ Sunpay. 

Admiral Dartige du Fourmet addressed a 
memorandum to: the Government regarding re- 
strictions of the liberty of certain Athens news- 
papers which are indulging in the circulation 
of falsé news, calculated to irritate public 
opinion against the Enicnte. The memorandum 
formed the subject of Ministerial deliberations 
to-night.

The Government is now at a 
loss to know what to do, and at present pro- 
poses limiting 4@ts action warning news- 
papers in their own interes!s to refrain from 
offending the E’'ntente or their diplomatic ropre- 
sentatives. 

The question of the resiriciion of the liberty 
of the Greek Press formed the subject of long 
deliberations at today’s Cabinet meeting, and 
means were sought to satisfy the Butente’s de- 
mand without violating the privileges conferred 
on the Press by the Constitution. Another ques- 
tion occupying the Goverument’s consideration 
ig the disbanding of certain classes in order 
to reduce the army to peace strength.

IMPORTANT SPEECH BY 
VISCOUNT GREY. 

Viscount Grey, Foreign Secretary, speaking 
as guest at a luncheon given by the 
Foreign Press Association in London yes 
terday, said that when there was talk of 
peace we must not forget how the war 
came about. 
pointed out that Germany herself ha 
forced the war, and that one of the con: 
ditions on ‘which she invited England to 
preserve a neutral attitude involved the 
freedom of Germany to despeil France of 
her colonies. 

Unity of the Allies was essential not only to 
victory, but to their future life and suc- 
"cess, 

Germany had been the great Anarchist, a 
greater and more terrible Anarchist thas 
any person had ever dreamt of. 

Neutrals should see that something was done 
in the way of laying down rules for the 
preservation of peace after the war and 
ensuring that any nation which departed 
from them should be regarded as an 
enemy of the human race. 

Without such success as would secure the 
iutaure peace ef the whole Ceptinent of 
Europe our sacrifices would have been 
made in vain. 


Viscount Grey of Fallodon, Secretary of. State 
for Foreign Affairs, was yesterday the guest of 
the Foreign Press Association in London, who 
entertained him at luncheon in the Victona 
Room of the Hotel Cecil. The President of the 
Association, M. J. Coudurier de Chagsaigne, took 
the chair. The gathering included.the Russian, 
French, Japanese, and Itahan Ambassadors, the 
Serbian, Portuguese, Rumanian, and Belgian 
Ministers. 

The Chairman, after the toast.of “ The 
King.” proposed that of the guest of the day. 

Viscount Grey, who was very warmly received, 
assured the assemblage that at a tame of war, 
such as this, we valued the presence amongst us 
of a body of men belongifg to other countries, 
both Allied And neutral, who would faithfully 
represent what they found to be our feeling, 
and would send out to the world a faithful 
picture of this country in the great struggle 
through which it was passing—who would, as 
the President had said, speax the truth, and 
who, if they could succeed not only in speaking 
the truth, which was comparatively easy, but im 
getting the truth believed throughout the world, 
would have rendered the greatest possible ser- 
vice we could ask of them. There had been de- 
livered, since the autumn began,.two or three 
notable speeches. First.of all, there was the 
speech by M. Briand, in the French Chamber; 
then next in time the imterview given by Mr. 
Lioyd George to a Press correspondent w this 
country; then the speech by Mr. Asquith in 
the House of Commons; and, lately, a note had 
been struck just as firmly in Petrograd by the 
official communiqué under the auspices of the 
Mimster of the Interior. Those speeches have 
given to the world, declared his lordship, the 
noje and the tone of the feeling of the Allies 
at this moment, and J endorse all that they 
have said. (Cheers.) 


THE ALLIES’ OBJECT. 

But that afternoon, he continued, he would 
like to talk, not, indeed, about the actual con- 
ditions of peace, which could only be stated and 
formulated by the Allies together, and not by 
one of them separately, but about the general 
obyect, which the Allies must secure in this war. 
To do that he must ask them $o recall—and we 
rust never forget—how the war came about. 
if we were to approach peace in a proper spirit it 
could only be by recollecting and recalling, and 
never for a moment forgetting, what was the 
real cause of the war. (Cheers.) Some people 
suid: “Oh, we need not go back on 4hat’ old 
sround; everybody knows it.” But you cannot 
ro back on it too often, hé said. It affects the 
conditions of peace. (Cheers.) Germany talks 
of peace, her statesmen talk of peace, to-day. 
But what sort of peace do they talk of? “ Oh,” 
they “Germany must, have guarantees 
against being attacked again.” If this war had 
been forced upon .Germany that would have 
been a logical statement. It is precisely be- 
cause the war was not forced upon Germany, 
but forced by GePmany upon Europe, that it is 
the Allies who must have guarantees for future 
peace. (Cheers.) In July, 1914, no one thought 
of attacking Germany. It was said that Russia 
was tne first to mobilise. That, he understood, 
was what was represented in Germany as the 
justification for the statement that the war was 
not an aggressive war on Germany’s part, but 
was forced upon her. Russia never made the 
mobilisation of which Germany complained until 
after Germany had refused a conference, and 
never made it until after a report had appeared 
in Germany that Germany had ordered mobili- 
sation, and after that report had been tele 
graphed to Petrograd. Viscount Grey went on-— 
“1 would like nothing better than to see those 
statements that the Russian mobilisation was 
an aggressive and not a defensive*measure, and 
that any other Power than Germany had 
trafficked in the neutrality of lgium, or. 
planned to attack through Belgium—I would 
like to see statements investigated by 
any independent and = impartial tribunal.” 
(Cheers.) German organisation, he thought, was 
very successful in some things, but in nothing 
more successful than in preventing the truth 
reaching their people, and m presenting to them 
a point of view which was not that of the 
truth. (Hear, hear.) 

GERMANY REFUSED A CONFERENCE. 

It was Germany that refused. a conference 
proposed by England and accepted by Russia, 
France, and Italy. Why was it that all efforts 
to avoid a war in July, 1914, failed? Well, be 
cause there could not be peace without good- 
will, and because in Berlin there was a will to 
war and not a will to peace. (Cheers.). Lately, 
to an American, the German Crown Prince hag 
deplored the loss of life which was being caused 
by this war.
